Bleckley, C. J.—On the established -princi- 
les of trial by jury the verdict was warranted 
y the evidence both as to liability for the in- 

jury and amount of the damages. . 
Judgment aflirmed.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. Where the charge is 
larceny from the house by stealing goods from 
a wholesale store, the corpus delicti is not es- 
tablished without proof that the goods disap- 
peared by stealing rather than by sale to re- 
tail dealers in the course of business. If the 
goods in question were not missed from the 
stock, and the stock was never ascertained to 
be short or deficient, the presumption is they 
were sold and not stojen. 

2. A doubtful or contradictory confession by 
aman of good moral character, will not war- 
ranta conviction where the corpus delicti is 
uncertain.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. After railways nave 
been connected for nearly thirty years under 
a special act of the legislature providing for 
their connection in a city with the consent of 
the people thereof, the people having con- 
sented by popular vote cast within the year 
following the passage of the act, and the con- 
nection having been made within the next 
year after the vote was taken, no authority 
can be derived from the act for holding 
another election giving consent to the laying 
of additional side-tracks or turnouts on the 
streets of the city by one or more of the rail- 
way companies. When the connection was 
completed, with the side-tracke, ete., then 
constructed, the power conferred by the act 
to encroach on the streets was exhausted. 

2. Atemporary injunction restraining the 
construction of a side-track or turnout fora 
steain railway in the streets of a city may be 
granted at the instance of a citizen alleging 
special damage to his real estate located in the 
vicinity of the nuisance, and though the evi- 
dence be conflicting as to whether he will sus- 
tain special damage or not, the discretion of 
the judge in granting the injunction will not 
be controlled unless abused. 

3. It is no legal bar to the injunction that the 
plaintiff may have acquired his title from col- 
lateral motives, and very recently before the 
work complained of began or was to begin.

3. That the presiding judge, when the pris- 
oner and his family and counsel were passing 
from the court-room into an adjoining room to 
consult, remarked, ‘‘This is spectacular,” 
was notsuch aruling or intimation by the 
court as would be a subject-matter of review 
by this court; nor canit be said whether it 
was calculated to work plaintiff in error any 
injury or not. The same is true as to certain 
other remarks made by the court to the solicitor- 
general and complained of by plaintiff in 
error. 

#. Xt was anerrrr to admit in evidence the 
eentents of a noty, the note having been lost, 
and the witness who testified toit not having 
shown any knowledge of the handwriting of 
the person alleged to have written it, either 
by having seen her write or having had cor- 
respondence with her, or having stated that 
he knew her handwriting. Smith vs. The 
State, 77 Ga. 705, cited and distinguished. 
But this is not such an error as should work a 
reversal, inasmuch as without this evidence 
the accused would properly have been con- 
victed, nor could the jury have rendered any 
other verdict than that of guilty of murder. 

5. The charge of the court fairly and fully 
submitted to the jury all the issues involved 
in the case. 

6. While the court might have been content 
on the subject of the prisoner’s statement to 
have given the jury the rule laid down by the 
statute, yet the instructions given upon this 
point did not injure the plaintiff in error, as 
the law in substance was given m charge. 

7. Looking at the whole charge, this court 
is satisfied that the court below intended to 
instruct the court upon the subject of justifi- 
able homicide, self-defense under the code be- 
ing the same as justifiable homicide. 

8. The court fairly left it to the jury to say 
whether in this case there were “other in- 
stances than those mentioned in the code, 
§ 4330, which stood upon a like footing of rea- 
son and — with those specifically enumer- 
ated in that section. : 

9. The court ge eed refused to give in 
charge requests to charge which there was no 
evidence to sustain. 

10. When a witness has been put under the 
rule and comes into the court-room while other 
witnesses are upon the stand and hears their 
testimony, itis discretionary with the court 
below to allow him to testify. It isclearly not 
erroneous to allow a witness who had been put 
under the rule but who had entered the court- 
room and heard the prisoner’s statement, to 
testify in rebuttal of the same. 

11. What objections were made to the evi- 
dence in the. court below, the admission of 
which iscomplained of must be specifically 
stated. 

12. The error complained of in the eighteenth 
ground of the motion for new trial is disposed 
of under the fourth, head-note.

RIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 10.—{Spe- 
cial.|—A big sensation was caused here this 
afternoon by a new style of swindle, and the 
serious results which followed the first effort 
to work it. This morning a well-dressed 
stranger, accompanied by a handsome young 
lady, visited all the public schools of the city. 
They gave their names as Mr. and Mrs. William 
Fountain, and announced that they would give 
a show for school children only, at Erswell’s 
hall, at 40’clock. The admission would..be 
only 10 cents, and every child would receive a 
present. More than a thousand children paid 
10 cents, and entered the hall. Inside they 
found Mr. and Mrs. Fountain , but no show, 
and no presents. Fountain cold them to pass 
out the back way, and get their presents, but 
the children kicked. Then he went over 
nm 6S dark corner, struck a match 
and yelled ‘*fire.”’ This instantly 
created a panic among the children, and many 
of them were hurt in the mad rush out of the 
building. wo policemen, sent up to ar- 
rest the Fountains, found them locked in a 
room. They refused to open the door, and it 
was broken down. The swindlers were taken 
to the station house, and locked up. They re- 
fuse to make any statement in reference to 
their conduct, or to give any account of them- 
selves. Both seem very anxious to make 
bond, and offer to put up all their money, sev- 
eral hundred dollars, as security for a bond. 
They took in over $100 this afternoon, and did 
not pay out anything, not even paying for the 
hall. Their conduct has created much indig- 
nation and they will be vigorously prosecuted.

A Typical Republican Outrage. 

Mr. McKinley’s new tariff law is begin- 
ning to take effect in Massillon, O., which 
isa part of Mr. McKinley’s. district, ina 
very curious way. At Massillon are sit- 
uated the extensive shops of Russell & Co., 
who manufacture agricultural implements 
and machinery, steam engines and similar 
articles. ,.The firm employs 400 workmen 
the year round, and from 600 to 700 during 
the busy season. 

During the campaign which has just 
closed, Russell & Co., who are bitter repub- 
licans, were very much interested in the 
election of McKinley. Among their work- 
men, however, there are a number of men 
who are democrats, and who took occasion 
last Tuesday to exercise their rights by vot- 
ing for John G. Warwick, who was McKin- 
ley’s opponent. This action on the part of 
their employes has so. deeply stirred the re- 
sentment of Russell & Co. that they have 
retaliated by reducing the wages of the men 
who voted the democratic ticket, 

Two days after the election, these demo- 
cratic workmen received their cards with 
the prices revised, a cut of 33 per cent being 
made on every article. The only explana- 
tion given was the reply of H, €. Russell, 
the head of the firm, to a question put bya 
a leading democrat of Massillon: ‘‘Hereafter 
in our shops,’’ said Mr. Russell, viciously, 
‘‘free-traders will receive free-trade wages..”’ 

Naturally, this brutal method of political 
bulldozing created indignation among the 
democratic employes of Russell & Co., and 
this indignation spread to citizens of both 
parties when the facts got abroad. A special

Today in Ireland. 

Today in County Donegal, Ireland, 250 
families, comprising 1,500 persons, will be 
evicted because they cannot pay their rent. 
The strong and the weak, old people~ and 
helpless infants, will be dragged from their 
cottages and thrust into the highways where 
they will be left to starve, or tramp to an- 
other place, begging as they go. 

It will be a big day forthe landlords and 
the minions of the law inthis unfortunate 
Irish country. Soldiers and policemen have 
been stationed there in force. Some re- 
sistance is expected, and the authoritiés are 
prepared for it. There will be broken 
bones and bloodshed before the day is over. 
In England the whole affair will no doubt 
be regarded as a lawless outbreak of the 
home rulers. 

It would be sad enough if these unhappy 
tenants were to blame. Butthey are not 
wilfully refusing to pay their rent. Op- 
pressive taxes, the grasping demands of 
alien landlords, the extortion of the middle- 
men andthe failure of the potato crop 
render it simply impossible forthe average 
Irish farmer to get hold of any money, this 
season. In fact, it isa queatibn with: him 
of life aud deathin view of the coming 
famine. 

The Shylock landlords, however, demand 
their rent—each one wants his pound of 
flesh. Underthe circumstances it is no 
wonder that the red coats and the police are 
drawing a cordon of bayonets and clubs 
around these wretched people this morning. 
There will be trouble. Strong men, when 
they see their wives and old mothers roughly 
hurled out into the road, will leap upon the 
guardgs,.and fight with the fierceness of 
despair. And they will do well. Let them 
killa few landlords, too, while they are 
about it. If the alien rulers of Ireland can- 
not be persuaded to be a little more merciful 
their victims should turn upon them and 
tear them to pieces. 

It is useless to calmly advise submitsion 
tothe lawin such exceptional cases, If 
ever there was a government that was 
wickedly cruel and oppressive itis British 
rule in Ireland. Resistance may not be 
practicable, but it is heroic and worthy of 
all honor.

Cotton Consumption and Movement. 

The New-York Chronicle’s statement of 
the overland movement, consumption, etc., 
covers the months of September and Octo- 
ber, the first two months of the cotton crop 
year. + Following the large movement of 
cotton during September, the marketing of 
the staple in the month just closed has been 
extremely heavy; in fact, there have been 
brought into sight 1,702,322 bales, a total 
never before reached in any month, and ex- 
ceeding by 62,416 bales the movement for 
November, 1887—the highest previous ag- 
gregate. 

Comparison with October of 1889 reveals 
a gain of nearly 93,000 bales, and during the 
like period of 1888, although the overland 
movement was heavier than that now re- 
corded, the amount which came into sight 
reached only 1,493,289 bales. There has 
been quite a rapid accumulation of stock at 
the interior towns, and notwithstanding the 
heavier export movement and more liberal 
takings on the part of northern spinners, 
port stocks are in excess of a year ago. 

The marketing of cotton by rail during 
October has been quite free, the gross total 
reaching 171,615 bales, an increase over the 
movement in 1889 of 25,871 bales. Yet 
contrasted with 1888 there is a falling off of 
30,310 bales. The total for the two months 
consequently exhibits a gain over the similar 
period of last year of 39,798 bales, but is 
11,302 bales less than for 1888. 

Through St. Louis there has been a 
smaller movement than in either of the two 
preceding years, the result of the diversion 
of cotton to routes crossing the Mississippi 
at more northerly points. The other routes 
have as arule moved more cotton than in 
either 1889 or 18838. In the net forthe 
month the gain over last year is more marked 
than in the gross, reaching 30,002 bales, and 
the loss from 1888 is less pronounced, being 
only 22,081 bales. Forthe season to date 
the total is 42,080 bales greater than a year 
ago. 

Port receipts during October, as our 
wéekly statements have very clearly indi- 
cated, are the heaviest ever recorded fora 
single month, and show a gain over the cor- 
responding month of 1889 of 39,873 bales, 
and a very considerable increase when com- 
pared with October of the previous year. 
The month’s receipts have been 1,365,231 
bales, against 1,525,358 bales and 1,133,016 
bales respectively. 

The total for the season to date is much 
ahead of any preceding year. Never before 
during any one month have the exports to 
foreign ports been so liberal as in October of 
the current year, the nearest approach 
thereto having been in the corresponding 
month last year. The total shipments have 
been 804,556 bales, raising the total for the 
season to 1,250,041 bales, as against 1,154,- 
232 bales in 1889, and 756,576 bales in 188s. 
For October a year ago the exports were 
858,055 bales. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
September Ist in 1890 is 259,479 bales more 
than in 1889, and 636,399 bales greater than 
in 1888. Northern spinners have taken 
43,651 bales, an increase over 1889 of 
27,411, and a gain over the same _ period of 
1888 of 2,234. The whole movement up to 
November Ist of the present year is 299,178 
bales more than in 1889, and 640,098 bales 
greater than in 1888.

Taking the Oath. 

Epitor ConstTiITUTiIoN: From a reference which 
appeared in THE CONSTITUTION of yesterday to 
the mode of taking the oath of office by Governor 
Gordon, on the occasion of his second inaugura- 
tion, [ infer that there is some misapprehension 
of my official relation to the ceremony as chief 
justice of the supreme court. Governor Gordon 


took the oath in thatinstance just as it had been 


taken by nearly all of his predecessors. The 
method was direct, plain and simple, sanctioned 
by time, and altogether consistent with the con- 
stitution and laws. I advised him to read the 
oath for himself, and in this advice I was joined 
by others. Wethoughtit desirable to return to 
an old Georgia custom to which we felt’ attached, 
and of which we approved as reflecting the true 
spirit of our system in separating the three de- 
partments of government and keeping them dis- 
tinct. The code (§50) requires the oath to 
be taken by the  governor-elect in the 
presence of the general assembly. In contempla- 
tion of law, that august body, representing the 
majesty of the state, administers the oath, no 
matter by whom it may be read. According to 
my opinion, the most a pie hae person to read 
it is he who puts himself under the weight of its 
solemn obligations. Its legalsanction depends 
wholly on the presence of the general assembly, 
and in no degree upon the nce or interven- 
tion of any member of the fadiciar r. Of course, 
judges or justices, like other citizens, may take 
such part in the ceremony of inauguration as they 
may be invited to fill, but the law assigns to them 
no share in it, and their

YT IS MYSTEBIOUS 


AND NONE SEEMS TOKNOW HOW If 
HAPPENED. 


The Express Trains In and Ont on the 
Georgia Railroad Robbed by the Same 
Person—The Details of the Robbery. 


Rube Burrows is dead, but his spirit still 
stalks abroad in the Jand. 

Yesterday morning there were two daring 
train robberies on the Georgia road. 

The express cars on two trains were entered 
and robbed of all the money in transit. 

Both robberies occurred between Atlanta 
and Oconee, half way between here and 
Augusta. 

Twelve thousand dollars is the amount 
taken from the train which left Atlanta Sun- 
day night at 11:15 o’clock, as near as can be 
ascertained. 

Between two hundred and fifty and three 
hundred dollars was taken from the train 
which arrived in Atlanta at 6 o’clock yester- 
day morning. 

The amount stolen from the outgoing train 
is not positively known. The express officials 
are very reticent about the affair, but the sur- 
rounding cifcumstances tend to show that the 
amount stolen from the train leafing Atlanta 
Sunday night was very large. 

It may exceed $12,000, or it may not be that 
much. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

It is thought that the party or parties who 
did the robbing of the two trains got aboard at 
Atlanta Sunday night. 

Both trains were robbed by the same parties. 
There is no doubt about this. The key to the 
safeonthe down train was found in the ex- 
press car of the up train. ; 

The express car is a subdivision of the 
baggage and mail car, the express department 
being located in the end next to the engine. 

Leading from the express department there 
8 a small door into the mail department, and 
another door opening upon the front platform 
of the coach. 

The work was doubtless done by some one 
familiar with the situation, who knew the 
habits of the express messenger and of the 
other trainmen. 

SLEEPING MESSENGERS, 

The messengers on the night train between 
Atlanta and Augusta are inthe habit of mak- 
ing down their bunks and sleeping most of the 
trip. 

Usually they go to sleep soon after leaving 
eitherend of the line. This sleeping, how- 
ever, is not by permission of the express 
@tmrany, but itis generally understood that 
this is the habit of the messengers. 

Sunday night, Mr. M.R. Ficklen was on 
duty when the 11:150’clock train left Atlanta 
for Augusta. This train carries nothing but 
through freight. 

It is always heavily loaded with express, 
earrying all that comes in during the preced- 
ing twenty-four hours. No express goes out 
@n the Georgia road from 11 o’clock Saturday 
Right until the same hour Sunday night. 

Considerable money piles up to go out on 
Sunday’s train, asa general thing, especially 
@uring the early parc of the month. 

For these reasons itis believed that the loss 
@n this train was pretty heavy. The officials 
go not make any definite statements, but do 
Bot deny that the robbers . got away with a 
good pile. 

The money is put in leather pouches and 
Scked up in aniron safe, with which every 
@xpress car is provided. 

AN EASY ROBBERY. 

Under the circumstances the robberies were | 
@sily effected. - 

Soon after the train pulled out of Atlanta, 
Miessenger Ficklen spread ont his blankets, 
gnd in ashort time was sound asleep. 

When either one of the robberies occurred, 
gobody knows. 

In both instances the robber entered the car 
@brough the door opening on the front plat- 
§erm. Entrance by any other means was im- 
possible on account of the presence of the mail 
agent and baggage master in their respective 
departments on the other end of the car. 

When he awoke near Augusta yesterday 
morning, Messenger Ficklen was horrified to 
discover that his safe had been opened, the 
money pouch taken out and cut open, and the 
money gone. : 

The key to the safe, which was in his pocket 
when he Jay down to sleep, was also gone. 

The messenger, of course, did not know 
what the amount stolen was. It is understood 
that there were four bags of silver in the safe 
which were left untouched by the robber. 

MESSENGER SMITH’S CAR ROBBED. 

C. M. Smith, express messenger on the train 
which arrived here yesterday morning, had an 
experience similar to that of Messenger Fick- 
len. 

When his train was about ten miles out 
from Augusta, he went tosleep and did not 
awake until near Decatur, the conductor rous- 
ing him at that station. 

The money pouch, which the messenger had 
locked up in his iron safe before going to sleep, 
when he awoke he found lying npon the floor 
of the car. It was slit open and the contents 
rone. 

After doing his work on the down train, the 
robber had gotten off at some way station and 
boarded the up train when it came along. 

It was ascertained at the Atlanta office yes- 
terday that the amount contained in the pouch 
was abogt $265. 

Messenger Smith’s safe key was in his 
pocket where he had left it. Healso had 865 
in money in the same pocket with the key. 
This was left untouched. 

The robber either took the key from the 
messenger’s pocket and returned it again after 
he opened the safe or else had a duplicate. 

Wpon the carfloor by the safe,a paper of 
gunpowder with a quill, was pickedup. The 
robber evidently intended to use this to blow 
the safe if his key did not work. 

Near by a key, which was afterwards identi- 
fied as that belonging to Messenger Ficklen’s 
safe, was found. 

Messenger Smith’s hat was gone, and in the 
place the robber had left another, a well-worn 
brown derby. : 

SMITH RESIGNS.

2. In said election only white tebe who shall 
have registered with the tax collector of the city 
of Atlanta by the 18th day of November, 1890, 
shall beentitled to vote. Each person shall vote 
in the ward in which he shall have registered. A 
list of the said registered voters shall be furnished 
the managers by the subcommittee: above re- 
ferred to, and no one thall vote unless his name 
appears on said list. 

3. In the interest of a fair and honest election, 
the use of carriages for hauling voters tothe polls 
and the employment of workers to solicit votes 
are strictly prohibited. ‘The candidate who, either 
directly or indirectly in person or through others, 
shall violate this rule shall be declared not nomi- 
nated, whether he receives a majority of the votes 
cast or not.

The friends of MR. E. P. CHAMBERLIN an- 
nounce him as a candidate for alderman from the 
seconi(t Ward, subject to the city primary to be 
held Friday, November 21st.

Epiror CONSTITUTION: There being a question 
asto the eligibility of Mr. Kontz for mayor, 
would it net be advisable to look into the eligi- 
bility of the other candidates—Messrs Hemphill 
and Brown?

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 10.—The stock market 
today continued the rapid and heavy decline of 
the latter portion of last week, and for a time this 
morning it looked more like a panic than at any 
previous time since the downward movement 
began. As remarked by a prominent western ma- 
nipulator of stocks and other speculative com- 
modities, it was only a rich man’s panic, and thus 
far the slump in prices, which has reached, some 
15 per cent in some cases, has been accompanied 
by complete freedom from failures upon the 
street, emphasizing the fact that not for a long 
time have stocks been held to any extent 
upon the street in brokers’ offices on margins. 
Today, however, the excitement, which was of a 
suppressed order and almost entirely free from 
the usual noise and wild gyrations which marked 
transactions of business at the stock exchange at 
times, was sufficient to cause the death of one of 
the leading members of the exchange onthe floor 
at about noon. The gentleman was James 
Strouthers. Such an event would in usual times 
have been sufficient to have caused the closing of 
the exchange at once, but the magnitude of inter- 
ests which would have been endangered by such a 
course forbid it, and after a half hour’s interrup- 
tion of business trading was resumed upon the 
floor. The events of the past few days have given 
increased currency to the suspicion that some of 
the largest capitalists in the country have entered 
into a combination to deprese pricés in order to 
pick up some cheap stocks, which the tenacity 
with which they were held up to this time pre- 
vented at a higher level ot prices, and with the 
coming of the present depressed condition of prices 
of railroad stocks there are indications that the 
pressure upon the market bus about reached it 
limit. The Gould party are credited today with be- 
ing large purchasers. There were some hopes that 
the liquidation had reached its limit last week 
after the Bank of .England had raised its rate of 
discount on Friday, but early advices from Lon- 
don this morning were of a most encouragin?s 
character, and prices of ali kinds of securities 
there were materially lower, while American 
stocks were from 1 to 2 per cent lower than Sat- 
urday’s closing here. There were heavy selling 
orders in the market for foreign account also, and 
prices were givén absolutely ho support whatever, 
and opening declines, as compared with final fig- 
ures of Saturday, were fromj to4per cent, asa 
rule. These losses caught many stop orders right 
on the niinute, and the trading element, which 
was bearishly inclined, with the aid of bears, sold 
stocks short heavily, and further losses of from 1 
to4per cent were scored. Gould stocks were 
leaders in the break, and Manhattan, at 92, was 
8 per cent below its fina! price of Saturday. After 
the first break there was a sharp rally, but it failed 
tu reach anything like the proportions of the 
break. The pressure ~was renewed ayain and liqui- 
dation began, rates for money beginning to rise. 
During the forenoon there were no offerings of 
money to loan and 15 per cent was bid for it, but 
after business was resumed in the afternoon the 
rate went up rapidly, anda premium for its use 
was again demanded, 4 per cent and the legal 
interest being the extreme rate. Liquidation has 
been so great on Saturday and today that a dis- 
turpance of loans necessarily followed and has 
caused some demand for money, but as soon as the 
shifting of loans is over the street will find money 
more abundant and of course at lower rates. 
Railroads have fully realized the necessity fur a 
restoration of rates,and arrangements are now 
under way to affectan equitable understanding. 
The advance in rates caused another throwing 
over of stocks bought in the rally, and in the first 
half hour’s business done in the afternoon the 
lowest prices of the day were generally reached. 
At the lowest prices today Manhattan was down 
&, Sugar 64, Cleveland, Chicago, Cincinnati and

At the low prices reached, however, there was 
good buying noticed allalong the line, and the 
effort to pick up good stocks was most apparent. 
This changed the room trading element over to 
the long side for the time being, and during the 
remainder of the afternoon there was a Sharp and 
vigorous upward movement, which was suflicient 
to bring prices on an average about half way up 
to those of Saturday’s. Some of the specialities 
were very prominent in this rally and Manhattan 
reached 99, and several of the stocks which had 
been well held again passed the opening prices. 


- Late in the afternoon, however, a sharp break in 


Sugar, which was discovered to have been leit 
without support, caused another rush to realize 
the profits which had accrued upon the after- 
noon’s rally, and some stocks. among which were 
St. Paul and some others, went down again to the 
lowest figures of the day. The market closed 
weak and active at or near the lowest points.

NEW YORK, November 10, 3:50 p. m.—The fee!- 
ing of demoralization, which at the close of the 
exchange on Saturday owing to the unexpected 
condition of the banks, received further _ inipetus 


in the interim between the close on Saturday and 


the opening today by unsatisfactory advices from 
London, and by a general feeling of apprehension 
which seems to have seized upon our eutire 
trading community, both commercial and finan- 
cial, and when prices came 1 per cent below our 
close from London thi: morning, and it became 
evident that the settlement there would lead to 
still further liquidation in“American securities 
all traders here were anxious to sell and few to 
buy. The result was pandemonium and the 
shrinkage in prices such as the New York stock 
exchange has not witnessed in a single day since 
December 15, 1856. It is probable that even then 
the decline was not so generally distributed as it 
was today. That we have had no failuresin the 
face of the constant and steady declines for the 
past month is certainly reassuring as regards the 
strength of our own financial community, but 
lenders are now so timid that we should~not be 
surprised to see some people go under. There 
was no particular feature to the trading, the de- 
cline being general and distributed through all 
stocks, those in which there was a large foreign 
interest showing the greatest anount of weakness. 
At the decline there was some covering of shorts, 
and there has undoubtedly been an enormous 
absorption of Union Pacific stock. Sumebody has 


been taking the stock steady in the face of the. 


general weakness, and the wiseacres are whis- 
pering “Mr. Gould.”’ North American also gave 
evidence of good support, very heavy amounts of 
stock being absorbed by what looked to us like 
buying for the Colgate party. We believe that 
the entire future of the market depends upon 
what this settlement will do for London. We 
have shown ourselves so strong here that unless 
the condition of the London market compels 
further liquidation traders will stretch a point to 
hold their American securities. If the Bank of 
England rate should be raisedt tomorrow morning 
we are afraid of breakers ahead. If not, today 
has probably seen the lowest prices we will have 
for some time, anda good rally at least should 
ensue. The heavy buying of Union Pacific is 
probably in connection with the deal, the details 
are being whispered about the streets, and they 
are that the Goulds, Drexel, Morgan and the 
Standard Oil interest have undertaken to oust Mr. 
Adams from control of the road, and to control it 
themselves in the interest of a. general south- 
western peace. The consummation of this dea) 
could but be beneficial to all railroad interests. 
One of the incidents of the day was the sad and 
sudden demise while active upon the floor of the 
exehange of one of our old and respected men- 
bers, Mr. J. G. Strouthers, and this led to a half 
hour’s cessation of business. Money was in ac- 
tive demand all day, loaning up to ', per cent and 
interest, many renewals being made at that. rate.

NEW YORK, November 10—(Special]—The con- 
tinued uneasiness in financial circles abroad, and 
the expectations that the Bank of England would 
again advance the rate to 7 per cent worked a de- 
cline of 2-64d in the opening market in Liverpool 
this morning, and when New York immediately 
responded by a drop of some 10 points Liverpool 
lost a further 1-64d. After the opening here jthis 
market was steady atthe decline of 7 @iQ points 
until after the receipt of the bureau report, when 
a fresh plunge of 6 points was made, from which 
the recovery was feeble. The bureau report seems 
a rather paradoxical document. The indicated 
yield of lint cotton per acre is 187 pounds, which, 
on the basis of an acreage of 20,000,000, would give 
nearly 8,000,000 bales of lint cotton of a net weight 
of 470 pounds each. The reportfurther states that 
the indicated yield at present fs equal to the actual 
production last season, but 28 pounds per acre 
heavier than the indicated yield at this time last 
year. Those apparent contradictions of statement 
left operators very much confused, but while dis- 
posed to abandon the report as the basis of any 
accurate computation, it is evident that they re- 
gard it as favoring the idea of a large crop and 
lower prices. This feeling has been further in- 
tensified by the extreme depression which prevails 
in Wall street. The feeling there today has been 
one of panic, and would seem to effectually dispel 
the hope of any immediate improvement in any 
department of speculation,

NEW YORK, November 10—The cotton market, 
influenced by the Liverpoo! advices and the gen- 
erally uneasy financial situation, opened weak. 
During the day the tendency to improve was man- 
ifest, and just inumediately before the bureau _re- 
port came, prices were at their best. The report 
simply read that “the yield promises 187 pounds 
of lint to the acre,” which was very favorably 
construed, and under heavy offerings the market 
was quickly depressed near 10 points, after which 
the fiuctuations were small and the tone contin- 
ued steady to the close. ‘There is great demoraliza- 
tion here and in the London stock market, and this 
must naturally have a bearing; so that, all things 
considered, we see nothing before us to change the 
hitherto expressed views on the situation.
